THE  ROOSEVELT  HOSPITAL 


Founded  under  will  of  James  H.  Rjoosevelt  was  incorporated 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  February  2nd,  1864.  It 
occupies  the  block  of  ground  between  58th  and  59th  streets 
and  9th  and  10th  avenues,  and  has  erected  thereon  suitable 
buildings,  which  furnish  accommodations  for  three  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  patients.  It  was  opened  for  the  treatment 
of  medical  and  surgical  patients  November  2nd,  1871.  The 
Ambulance  Service  was  established  in  1877  and  discontinued 
in  1909.  The  Out-Patient  (Dispensary)  Department  was 
added  in  1881.  The  Gynaecological  Division  was  separated 
from  the  Medical  in  1888.  The  McLane  Operating  Room,  the 
gift  of  Dr.  James  W.  McLane,  in  memory  of  James  W. 
McLane,  Jr.,  for  the  use  of  the  Gynaecological  service  was 
opened  in  1890.  The  Wm.  J.  Syrns  Memorial  Operating 
Theatre,  the  bequest  for  which  was  obtained  through  the 
efforts  of  Dr.  Charles  McBumey,  was  erected  in  1892.  The 
Private  Patients’  Pavilion  was  erected  in  1896,  and  the  Train- 


ing  School  for  Nurses  was  organized  the  same  year.  The 
Accident  Building  was  erected  in  1898,  providing  in  the  first 
story  for  treatment  of  emergency  and  accident  cases,  and 
in  the  second  story  a Medical  Ward  (opened  in  February, 
1899),  known  as  The  Catherine  A.  Bliss  Ward  for  Sick 
Children — the  beds  in  which  (14)  have  been  endowed  by  Miss 
Bliss  in  perpetuity.  A new  Administration  Office  for  the 
Superintendent  was  constructed  and  occupied  in  1901. 

In  1903  a Recreation  Room  for  the  use  of  the  House  Staff 
was  constructed  at  the  expense  of  Drs.  Seth  M.  Milliken,  Jr., 
and  Fred’k  T.  Van  Beuren,  Jr.,  members  of  the  House  Staff. 

1906 —  A new  kitchen,  including  a scullery,  storage  refriger- 
ator, freight  elevator,  vegetable  closets,  coal  bin,  a dining 
room  for  employees  and  a disinfecting  room.  Alteration  of 
the  old  amphitheatre,  providing  a lecture  room  for  the 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  furniture  therefor,  as  well 
as  bedrooms  for  employees. 

1907 —  A tier  of  balconies,  13  feet  wide  by  107  feet  long, 
was  constructed  on  the  east  side  of  the  Medical  Pavilion, 
connecting  with  Wards  2,  3 and  4,  on  which  patients  from 
those  wards  are  taken  (in  their  beds)  for  fresh  air  treatment. 
The  traffic  yard  was  excavated  and  paved.  An  extension 
constructed  on  the  west  side  of  Ward  5 to  accommodate 
up-to-date  toilet  facilities,  and  the  interior  of  the  lavatories, 
bath  and  linen  room  entirely  reconstructed,  tiled  and 
equipped  with  modern  plumbing  and  conveniences. 

1908 —  A new  laboratory  building  was  constructed  provid- 
ing accommodation  for  pathological  and  bacteriological  lab- 


oratories,  also  rooms  for  clinical  records,  a new  roof  garden 
adjoining  the  children’s  medical  ward  and  one  adjoining  the 
children’s  surgical  ward. 

1911 —  A Nurses’1  Home  containing  108  individual  bed- 
rooms, large  assembly,  reading  and  reception  rooms  with  up- 
to-date  appointments,  was  erected  and  equipped  through  the 
efforts  of  Dr.  McLane,  who  collected  from  friends  of  the 
Hospital  funds  for  that  purpose.  Through  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  Walter  Scott,  a large  sun  parlor  was  added  to  this 
building  in  1916. 

1912 —  A fireproof  building  was  erected  by  Dr.  Lewis 
Rutherford  Morris  for  the  use  of  the  Harriman  Research 
Laboratory,  where  special  studies  in  metabolism  and  diges- 
tive ferments  are  being  conducted  by  the  chemists  of  that 
staff  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Wm.  Gordon  Lyle. 

1919 —  A new,  commodious  laundry. 

1920 —  Nurses’  Dining  Room  enlarged  to  nearly  twice  its 
size. 

1921—  -New  Private  Patients’  Admission  Office. 

1922— 19 23 — The  completion  of  a modern  fireproof  Ward 
Patients’  Building  accommodating  290  Patients. 

The  erection  of  a new  pavilion  calls  for  additional  funds 
beyond  those  at  present  available  and  the  Trustees  solicit 
contributions  for  that  purpose,  and  for  the  endowment  of 
beds  and  wards. 

Some  of  the  hospital’s  close  friends,  or  some  beneficent 
persons,  now  have  an  opportunity  to  make  monied  donations 


which  will  enable  the  Hospital  to  perform  its  full  service  to 
the  community  in  the  future,  as  it  has  endeavored  in  the 
past. 


A donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to 
nominate  patients  to  a bed  in  perpetuity;  and  a donation  of 
three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a bed  for  the  life  of  the  donor.  (Form  of  devise 
on  back  of  cover.)

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


January  1st,  1924. 


To  the  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES : 


Gentlemen : — I have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  fifty- 
second  annual  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31st,  1923. 

PATIENTS  There  have  been  treated  in  all  departments  of 

TREATED  the  Hospital  34,730  persons — 14,558  in  the 

Out-Patient  Department,  15,446  in  the  Emergency  Department, 
and  4,726  in  the  Wards  and  Private  Rooms.  The  average  number 
of  days  treatment  in  the  Wards  and  Private  Patients’  Pavilion 
was  197,  or  71,840  days  bed  care  during  the  year.  The  average 
number  of  daily  visits  to  the  Emergency  Department  was  44, 
and  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  131. 

FREE  DAYS  There  were  2,902  patients  in  the  Wards,  and 
of  this  number  1,756 — or  60%2% — were  treated  free.  The  num- 
ber of  free  days  care  given  was  31,070,  or  6fl%2%  of  the  total 
46,966  ward  days  care.  The  average  length  of  stay  of  each 
ward  patient  was  16  days  as  against  17  of  the  previous  year, 
and  that  of  each  private  patient  was  13  days  as  against  13%. 

IMPROVEMENTS  The  year  1923  has  been  notable  in  the 
Hospital'  for  the  practical  completion  of  the  new  Ward  Patient 
Pavilion  outlined  in  our  last  report.  Through  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  the  architects  and  builders  with  the  Hospital  au- 
thorities the  new  pavilion  has  been  completed  and  all  the  ward 
patients  have  been  transferred  from  the  old  building  into  the 
new,  modern  pavilion  containing  all  possible  improvements  for 
the  treatment  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  doctors  and  nurses. 
The  McLane  Operating  Theatre  has  been  remodeled  to  give 
additional  facilities  to  the  work  of  the  Gynaecological  Depart- 
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ment.  The  sewer  connections  and  old  plumbing  throughout  the 
old  Hospital  have  been  renewed.  The  cost  of  this  work  has 
been  a heavy  drain  upon  the  resources  of  the  Hospital.  The 
new  Ward  Patient  Pavilion  cost  to  date:

or  a total  paid  from  special  gifts  and  accumulated  endowments 
of  $1,265,803.10.  There  is  still  considerable  work  that  must  be 
done  immediately  to  our  old  building.  Our  present  boilers  of 
600  horsepower,  installed  in  1902  have  outlived  their  usefulness 
and  plans  have  been  made  and  excavations  begun  for  the  erection 
of  a new  boiler  plant  on  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Hospital 
block,  with  boilers  of  a)  capacity  of  1,000  horsepower  which  may 
be  enlarged,  if  necessary,  later.  It  is  estimated  that  these  new 
boilers  will  take  care  of  the  present  needs  of  the  Hospital  and 
may  be  expanded  sufficiently  to  take  care  of  the  future  needs 
of  the  Hospital  when  further  reconstructed.  Some  further  al- 
terations of  the  old  buildings  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Nurs- 
ing Department  and  to  properly  house  internes  and  help  of  the 
Hospital  are  under  way.  When  these  are  finished  it  will  be 
necessary  to  pause  in  the  further  reconstruction  of  the  Hospital 
to  adjust  our  finances  to  the  increased  work  to  be  done  and  until 
further  money  has  been  accumulated  for  the  further  reconstruc- 
tion. 

A new  copper  clothes  chute  was  installed  in  the  Private 
Patients’  Pavilion,  a much  needed  addition,  at  a cost  of  $3,630.00 
which  was  provided  through  outside  funds. 

X-RAY  The  new  X-Ray  Laboratory,  fully  equipped 

DEPARTMENT  with  the  most  modern  apparatus,  has  been 
completed  and  is  now  in  operation,  and  is!  directed  by  a full  time 
Roentgenologist  with  a corps  of  well  trained  technicians,  who 
will  give  the  Hospital  a twenty-four  hour  X-Ray  service.  The 
Diagnostic  Rooms  are  equipped  to  do  every  type  of"  radiographic 
and  fluoroscopic  examination,  and  are  supplied  with  dressing 
rooms  and  lavatory  facilities  adjoining;  also  a special  diet  kitchen 
for  the  preparation  of  opaque  meals  and  enemas.  A special 
Plaster  Room  is  provided  for  the  fluoroscopic  control  in  the 
reduction  of  fractures  and  confirmatory  plates  can  be  made  be- 
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fore  the  plaster  is  finally  set.  Here  also  foreign  bodies,  etc., 
may  be  removed  under  fluoroscopic  control. 

In  the  Cystoscopic  Room  a plate  making  apparatus  has  been 
installed  with  a Bucky  Diaphragm  Cystoscopic  Table.  The  Cys- 
toscopic apparatus  is  an  independent  X-Ray  plant  enabling  the 
Cystoscopist  to  make  repeated  examinations  without  moving  his 
patient.  The  Therapy  Rooms,  two  in  number,  are  equipped  with 
a high  voltage  transformer,  especially  adapted  for  the  treatment 
of  deep  seated  malignancies.  Provision  is  also  made  for  the 
treatment  of  the  more  superficial  skin  lesions  and  blood 
dyscrasias.  The  Viewing  Room  is  equipped  with  spacious  metal 
light  boxes  illuminated  with  mercury  vapor  arcs.  A compre- 
hensive system  of  filing  and  indexing  with  a cross  Pathological 
index  has  been  established,  assuring  the  preservation  and  avail- 
ability of  the  extremely  valuable  material  collected  in  the  Hospital 
files  each  year. 


PATHOLOGICAL  The  Pathological  Laboratory  and  the  Harri- 
AND  HARRIMAN 
LABORATORIES 


AND  HARRIMAN  man  Research  Laboratory  have  developed  an 


effective  method  for  preparing  active  glandu- 
lar substances  for  use  in  certain  endocrine  diseases.  They  have 
prepared  and  tested  clinically  a new  acid  which  has  many  ad- 
vantages over  sodium  bicarbonate.  They  have  continued  further 
researches  into  the  action  of  fat  splitting  ferments  in  tumor 
tissue,  which  are  disclosing  interesting  results,  and  may  possibly 
open  up  a new  field  in  cancer  research.  Special  investigations 
have  been  carried  out  in  sugar  metabolism,  especially  in  relation 
to  skin  and  eye  diseases.  The  study  of  the  effects  of  radium 
and  controlled  diets  in  cancer  development,  and  investigations 
into  the  action  of  invertase  are  still  being  carried  on.  New 
research  work  on  creatinin  and  investigations  into  the  mechanism 
of  tetany  are  in  progress.  In  the  serological  department  they 
have  carried  out  extensive  tests  of  the  reliability  and  possible 
advantages  of  the  Kahn  method  in  comparison  with  the  Wasser- 
man  method. 


NEW 

BUILDING 


On  December  20th  a reception  was  held 
for  the  friends  of  the  Hospital  in  the  new 
pavilion  and  we  were  much  gratified  by  the  numbers  present  and 
their  favorable  comments  on  this  step  forward  in  our  work. 


Accommodations  were  available  for  200  patients  and  during 
the  past  several  years  these  accommodations  were  greatly  strained 
and;  the  beds  were  invariably  filled  to  their  utmost  limits.  Begin- 
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ning  with  the  year  1924,  and  the  opening  of  the  new  pavilion, 
the  Hospital  has  the  present  accommodations :

The  Church  of  the  Incarnation  (Employment  Society),  and 
the  ladies  of  St.  Thomas’  Church,  5th  Ave.,  53rd  Street,  through 
Mrs.  Charles  H.  Peck,  have  volunteered  their  services  during 
the  past  year  in  sewing  and  lending  assistance  in  making  hospital 
garments. 

For  all  this  help  grateful  acknowledgment  is  hereby  made.

TERMS 

Payment  for  account  of  private  patients  required  for  two  weeks 
in  advance. 

If  a patient  leave  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  paid  for, 
a pro  rata  charge  will  be  made  for  the  time  of  stay ; the  day  of 
admission  and  day  of  departure  will  each  be  charged  as  a full 
day,  and  the  balance  will  be  refunded.  The  charge  for  the  room 
includes  board,  divided  attention  of  nurse  and  ordinary  medicines 
and  dressings.  A charge  of  $20.00  will  be  made  for  use  of  the 
operating  room  and  $5.00  for  routine  laboratory  work  for  all 
patients.  Charges  will  also  be  made  for  X-Ray  Exposures,  Path- 
ological Examinations,  Druggist’s  Sundries,  Serums,  Proprietary 
Preparations,  Toilet  Articles,  Bottled  and  Fruit  Beverages, 
Bottled  Waters,  Water  Bottles  and  Special  Appliances. 

Patients  making  direct  application  to  the  Hospital  for  rooms 
are  received  only  as  the  patients  of  one  of  the  Physicians  or 
Surgeons  privileged  to  use  the  private  rooms ; it  is  expected  that 
they  will  pay  to  the  member  of  the  Visiting  Staff,  to  whom  they 
are  assigned,  a fee  to  be  agreed  upon  with  the  Superintendent  or 
with  the  Physician  upon  the  occasion  of  his  first  visit. 

Relatives  or  friends  are  not  permitted  to  occupy  the  room  with 
a patient,  except  in  the  case  of  parent  and  child,  when  $5.00  daily 
will  be  added  to  the  price  of  the  room,  which  charge  will  include 
meals  for  the  parent.  If  requested,  the  Hospital  will  engage  for 
patients,  for  their  exclusive  use,  a special  (graduate)  nurse,  the 
rate  for  which  will  be  $7.50  for  each  twelve  hours  and  her  serv- 
ices will  be  continued  until  the  Superintendent  is  notified  that  they 
are  no  longer  required. 

Valuables  should  be  left  with  the  Superintendent.  Receipt  will 
be  given  for  them.  The  Hospital  disclaims  responsibility  for 
valuables  retained  by  patients. 

Under  a rule  of  the  Trustees,  “No  member  of  the  House  Staff, 
nurse  or  other  employee  shall  receive  any  compensation,  gift  or 
bequest  from  any  patient,  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Visit- 
ing Committee.”  Any  infraction  of  this  rule  makes  the  employee 
liable  to  immediate  dismissal.

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BUREAU  OF  HOME  WELFARE 

There  have  been  interviewed  in  this  Department  31,640  patients 
of  which  1,076  were  cases  for  home  care.  2,005  visits  have  been 
made  to  the  homes  of  patients  and  446  visits  to  institutions.  402 
patients  were  referred  to  other  agencies.  1,516  visits  were  made 
for  advice  and  instruction  in  home  hygiene  and  489  Ward  cases 
were  followed  up  to  report  end  results. 

The  Bureau  has  again  been  carried  on  by  three  efficient  work- 
ers, and  the  value  of  this  service  to  the  poor  of  our  neighborhood 
and  in  their  homes,  should  not  be  underestimated. 

The  Haven  Relief  Fund  Society  made  its  annual  Contribution 
of  $500  which  was  distributed  by  our  Bureau  in  conformity  with 
the  aim  and  object  of  the  Society  by  affording  relief  to  36  worthy 
families.  A detailed  report  of  the  money  disbursed  was  rendered 
to  Mr.  W.  C.  Moore,  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

By  a “Friend”  $125  was  distributed  to  some  of  our  poor  fami- 
lies at  their  homes,  former  Hospital  patients  whose  names  were 
furnished  through  the  Bureau. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  co-operation  and  splendid  serv- 
ice rendered  our  convalescent  patients  for  after  care  and  rest 
which  they  received  at  the  various  homes  and  Social  Agencies 
during  the  year.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS. 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  ill- 
ness shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day 
or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9 o’clock  a.  m. 
and  5 o’clock  p.  m.  They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of 
the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be  examined  and  recommended  for 
admission  or  rejection  by  the  House  Physician,  Surgeon  or 
Gynaecologist,  or  their  Senior  Assistants  on  duty ; or,  if  unable 
to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the 
House  Physician,  Surgeon  or  Gynaecologist  on  duty,  or  one  of 
their  assistants. 

3.  Any  member  of  the  Medical  Board  may  send  to  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  he  sees  fit,  giving  them  a special 
order  for  admission,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease  shall  be 
admitted,  except  such  cases  of  emergency  as  require  immediate 
attention ; and  cases  so  admitted  shall  be  placed  in  the  isolating 
room  only. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
occupied  beds  in  each  ward. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital 
and  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  some  respectable  physician, 
stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease. 

7.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent,  ability  to  pay 
exists,  such  charge  as  he  deems  advisable  up  to  $3  per  day  may 
be  made  for  the  ward  patients’  board. 
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II.  Rules  for  Patients. 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use 
profane  or  indecent  language;  to  express  immoral  or  infidel  sen- 
timents ; to  play  at  any  game  for  money ; to  smoke  tobacco  in 
the  house,  or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 

2.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  book,  pamphlet 
or  newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards 
nor  any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

4.  No  patients  shall  enter  the  dead-house,  engine-rooms, 
kitchen,  theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendants’  rooms,  except  by  order 
of  the  Superintendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital 
bounds,  patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician, 
Surgeon  or  Gynaecologist,  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that 
he  has  no  objections,  which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the 
Superintendent,  will  serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  good  for 
the  day  upon  which  it  is  given,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the 
doorkeeper  when  the  patient  goes  out. 

6.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  must  leave  with  the 
Superintendent  for  safekeeping,  for  which  a receipt  will  be  given, 
any  money  or  other  valuables  they  may  have ; and  in  case  of 
their  failure  to  do  so,  the  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for 
any  loss  which  may  occur.  The  clothing  of  patients  will,  if 
desired,  be  cared  for,  but  no  responsibility  assumed  for  loss  or 
damage.  All  clothing  infested  with  vermin,  or  for  any  other 
reason"deemed  unfit  to  be  kept  here,  will  be  destroyed  on  the 
admission  of  the  wearer  unless  removed  immediately  by  his  or 
her  relatives. 

7.  No  patient  may  purchase,  or  solicit  any  attendant  to  pur- 
chase for  him,  any  articles  whatever  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent. 

No  member  of  the  House  Staff,  Nurse  or  other  employee 
shall  receive  any  compensation,  gift  or  bequest  from  any  patient, 
unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  Any 
infraction  of  this  rule  makes  the  employee  liable  to  immediate 
dismissal. 

All  complaints  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

8.  Patients  are  admitted  only  upon  condition  that  they  and 
their  visitors  comply  with  the  rules,  and  failure  to  do  so  may 
necessitate  their  removal.
